They say that the Nationals are 
usually held in Florida or some of the 
North-Eastern 
states and only come to 
Texas every six to 12 years. Next year 
they will be in Ohio. 


They urge everyone interested in 
skiing to attend the Nationals the next 
time they come to Texas but they say 
to leave your skis at home. 


Within the next few weeks checks 
totalling more than 30 million dollars 
will be mailed to Rolling Plains cotton 
farmers. These checks represent payment 
to farmers 
for complying 
with 1967 
federal crop control programs. 


According 
to 
Charles 
Stenholm, 
executive vice president of the Rolling 
Plains Cotton Growers, there are many 
misconceptions 
as to just exactly what 
these payments are. 


"Too m any urban people an d their 
legislators fail to recognize government 
payments to farmers for what they are 
— an inseparable part of the price re­ 
ceived by the producer 
for his com­ 
modities — and a part without which, 
in most instances, 
such commodities 
could not and would not be produced. 


It would be a safe assumption to 
say that the average farmer 
would 
much prefer to sell his cotton and receive 
his income solely at the market place. 
After all farmers, 
too, are tax-payers 
and government payments of any kind 
are tax-payers money being collected 
and re-distributed. They might be com­ 
pared to giving oneself a blood trans­ 
fusion regularly with your own blood 
and spilling a little each time. 


But with farmers making up only 7% 
of the total population, 
others largely 
decide how much 
and how farmers 
should be paid for producing their pro­ 
ducts and farmers 
lacking sufficient 
organization are compelled to go along. 


In 1963 the average selling price of 
Rolling Plains cotton w as 28.54 cents 
per pound. In 1967 the average selling 
price will be 15.30 
cents per pound. 
Cotton mills are buying cotton at $65.00 
per bale, cheaper today than in 1963 
and yet the price of cotton sheets, shirts, 
dresses, etc. have increased. 


Herein lies the reason for the checks 
now being mailed. Even with the sub­ 
sidy, farmers in the are a will be receiving 
only 26 SO cents per pound 
or 2 cents 
less than in 1963.
